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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner' s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 19, line 5, a comma was inserted after "axis" in order to improve grammar. 

In claim 29, line 3 "other portion of the spring beam is in an" was changed to, —axle is 
not mounted in the seat.—. 

Claim 29, lines 4-5 were deleted. (There was no antecedent basis for "the other portion", 
so claim 29 was corrected in the same manner as claim 13.) 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 13, 
the prior art does not teach, in combination with the other elements and structural relationships 
recited, the spring beam made of spring steel and being significantly wider than it is thick (note 
VanDenberg, the primary reference, teaches away from spring steel as expensive (column 3, 
lines 1-5) and teaches fiberglass mesh, not spring steel, should be used for the beams (column 5, 
lines 60-67). Regarding claim 19, the prior art does teach, in combination with the other 
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elements and structural relationships recited, a spring beam mounted pivotally at one end to the 
frame bracket and having an end portion forming an open loop defining an axle seat. 

The substitute specification filed 3/8/04 has been approved by examiner. 

British Patent 1,203,386 is cited again to make it of record in the Office image file (it was 
not scanned into the file previously).
